Persecution  In  Italy,  Spain 

Protestants  Are  Meeting 
Communist  Challenge 


Another  Lay  man 
Succeeds  Routh 


countries  with  the  exceptions  ot  Italy 
and  Spain,  Dr.  John  A.  Mackay,  presi¬ 
dent  of  Princeton  Theological  Seminary, 
said  here. 

Dr.  Mackay  reported  on  a  recent  trip 
to  five  European  countries  in  which  ho 
surveyed  the  problems  faced  by  Pro¬ 
testants  in  carrying  on  their  religious 
work.  His  trip  was  made  under  tho 
auspices  of  the  International  Missionary 
Council,  of  which  he  is  chairman. 

In  Belgium  and  France,  Dr.  Mackay 
said,  Protestants  enjoy  full  religiou* 
freedom  and  official  protection.  This 
same  protection  is  given  them  in  Por¬ 
tugal,  but  there  they  have  “relative'* 
freedom,  he  said.  In  Italy,  be  declared, 
although  Protestants  are  constitutionally 
entitled  to  religious  freedom,  “they  are 
merely  tolerated.”  And  in  Spain,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  theologian,  “freedom  is 
dead,”  and  Protestant*  live  under  “in¬ 
tolerable"  conditions. 

"Protestant  churches  in  Portugal  can 
even  obtain  permission  to  own  proper¬ 
ty,”  he  said.  “Permission  to  open  new 
places  of  worship  is  difficult  to  obtain, 
but  not  impossible.  Meetings  caa  be 
held  m  any  hall  without  difficulty.” 

In  Iuly,  Dr.  Mackay  said,  “the  pic¬ 
ture  changes  and  takes  on  a  sombre  t 
hue.”  He  reported  that  the  100,000  Pro¬ 
testants  there  “live  under  the  severest 
restrictions  in  the  exercise  of  their  re- 


munism  better  than  any  ouier  unrisuau 
group,  according  to  a  report  of  the  com¬ 
mute  on  world  issues  presented  by  Dr. 
Theron  Rankin.  The  report  was  made 
to  the  Joint  Committee  on  Public  Af¬ 
fairs,  composed  of  representatives  of 
America’s  leading  Baptist  groups. 

The  report  stated,  “The  very  diversity 
of  those  who  constitute  the  Protestant 
forces  is  in  itself  a  testimony  to  free¬ 
dom  and  liberty.  Even  with  our  lack  of 
complete  unity  and  coordination,  we  are 
in  a  more  favorable  position  to  combat 
Communism  than  if  we  were  under  the 
necessity  of  conforming  to  a  pattern 
and  being  regimented  by  an  oppressive 
ecclesiastical  hierarchy.” 

Dr.  Rankin,  who  is  the  Executive  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  Foreign  Mission  Board,  which  haa 
maintained  a  large  number  of  mission¬ 
aries  in  China,  said  concerning  the  Cbris- 


church  and  missionary  effort  is  bad. 
Moreover,  on  the  human  level,  it  does 
not  give  promise  of  being  any  better 
soon.  The  freedom  of  the  church  to  do 
its  distinctively  Christian  work  has  been 
greatly  abridged  at  the  point  of  declaring 
its  gospel  and  the  judgment  of  the 
gospel  on  the  whole  of  life.  It  is  abridged 
almost  to  the  point  of  absolute  prohibi¬ 
tion  with  respect  to  vital  contact  with 
the  world  Christian  fellowship.  Almost 
all  missionaries  have  been  cut  off  from 
both  the  churches  and  the  people.  Most 
of  them  have  left  China.  Almost  all  of 
the  others  are  awaiting  permission  U> 
leave.  Even  so,  Christians  are  not  with¬ 
out  hope.” 

The  committee  also  asked  for  general 
observance  of  United  Nations  Week, 
October  21-27,  reciting  UN's  aims  and 
achievements.

Mr.  Edmunds  has  been  with  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board  In  Nashville  since  1937 
and  came  to  his  new  post  from  the  po¬ 
sition  of  Secretary  of  Co-operative  Field 
Promotion  of  the  Sunday  School  Depart¬ 
ment  and  an  associate  editor  of  The 
Sunday  School  Builder. 

Before  coming  to  Nashville,  be  was  a 
leader  in  state  Sunday  School  and  Train¬ 
ing  Union  work  in  Florida,  Tennessee  and 
Arkansas.  He  served  nine  years  as  state 
secretary  of  the  combined  Sunday  School- 
Training  Union  Department  of  Arkansas.

Fee  Example 

When  Luther  Rice  came  hack  to  Amer¬ 
ica  and  began  his  crusade  to  arouse  our 
Baptist  people  to  the  importance  of  Mis¬ 
sions,  and  the  necessity  of  establishing 
Baptist  Colleges  in  which  to  train  preach- 
ara  acd  missionaries,  he  found  himself  in 
need  of  a  channel  of  communication  and 
propaganda,  immediately,  he  urged  the 
importance  of  establishing  Baptist  pa¬ 
pers  in  the  states  where  there  were 
enough  Baptists  to  form  a  community. 

Jesse  Mercer  saw  the  wisdom  of  this 
proposal,  went  to  Philadelphia  and  pur¬ 
chased  The  Columbian  Star,  in  1*29, 
brought  the  paper  to  Georgia  and  gave 
it  to  the  Baptists,  and  thus  established 
the  first  Baptist  State  Paper  in  1*21. 
The  Christian  Index.  The  next  year  the 
Georgia  Baptist  Convention  was  ergs- 
■taed.  and  in  1*33  Mercer  University 
was  founded.  Adiel  Sherwood,  owe  • t

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A  Church  With  A  "Mission 


>i*nt  but  mm  th*  need  around  about 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  church. 
That  is  exactly  what  we  mean  by  the 
subject  of  this  article — a  church  with  a 
"mission." 

There  are  a  great  many  churches  in 
the  state  of  Mississippi  who  could  within 
the  next  month  if  they  would,  organize 
a  mission.  We  have  several  notable  ex¬ 
amples  in  our  state  where  the  pastor  and 
other  leaders  of  the  church  have  led  out 
in  a  wonderful  mission  program.  In 
every  instance  it  has  paid  wonderful 
spiritual  dividends  in  the  work  of  the 
church  sponsoring  the  mission.  In  every 
instance  it  has  been  a  happy  and  suc¬ 
cessful  work. 

Recently  one  pastor  reported  in  an 
associational  meeting  that  he  this  year 
was  having  a  smaller  increase  than  ever 
before  in  his  ministry  but  that  the  rea¬ 
son  for  the  small  increase  was  that  so 
many  people  had  gone  out  to  establish 
a  new  church  in  their  vicinity.  The 
State  Secretary  replied  to  that  splendid 
pastor  that  that  would  be  one  of  the 
best  ways  whereby  a  church  could  lose 
its  gain  in  membership.  That  is  real 
missions! 

We  are  praying  definitely  that  all  of 
our  churches  will  look  around  for  defi¬ 
nite  mission  possibilities  in  the  imme¬ 
diate  future.  Some  of  these  missions 
will  eventually  become  churches.  Many 
of  them  will  never  become  churches  bulb 
nevertheless  a  mission  point  is  needed 
in  the  reaching  of  people  in  Bible  study 
and  training.

Every  church  that  is  a  real  church  ia 
a  church  with  a  "mission.”  That  mis¬ 
sion  could  be  described  in  many  ways. 
A  real  church  is  a  church  with  a  “mis¬ 
sion"  mission.  That  is  to  say,  it  sees  the 
worldwide  missionary  needs  and  does 
something  about  them.  /  church  with 
a  real  mission  is  one  that  is  constantly 
calling  its  young  people  to  a  full  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  dedication  of  their  lives 
to  go  as  foreign  missionaries  out  to  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.  A  church 
with  that  kind  of  mission  will  surely  see 
definite  result  in  the  matter  of  young 
people  dedicating  their  lives  to  foreign 
missions. 

A  real  church  certainly  would  have 
a  stewardship  mission  also.  The  pas¬ 
tor.  deacons,  lay  leadership  (both  men 
and  women)  will  constantly  keep  before 
the  church  the  stewardship  challenge 
of  the  worldwide  mission  program.  It  is 
so  easy  to  misunderstand  when  the  stew¬ 
ardship  of  money  is  preached.  Because  it 
is  so  easy  to  misunderstand,  many  people 
fail  to  do  that  which  they  ought  to  do 
and  teach  that  which  they  ought  to 
teach  in  regard  to  the  stewardship  of 
possessions.  No  preacher  likes  to  have 
the  reputation  of  being  a  "money 
preacher”  and  therefore,  many  times 
the  stewardship  of  possessions  does  not 
receive  the  proper  emphasis  in  the 
preaching  program  of  the  pastor. 

A  church  with  a  real  mission  is  one 
that  not  only  sees  the  worldwide  mis-

of  Koje  do  and  Ctaeje  do  off  the  southern 
tip  of  Korea  more  than  400  refugee  pas¬ 
tors  are  working  with  the  remnants  of 
their  churches  and  evangelizing  the  na¬ 
tive  islanders.  Between  20  and  30  church¬ 
es  have  thus  been  founded  on  these  two 
islands. 

Bible  School  work  has  taken  on  a  new 
life  and  vitality.  In  Pusan  there  are  now 
four  seminaries  and  three  Bible  schools, 
some  of  which  are  refugee.  All  are 
crowded  beyond  capacity.  Students  are 
coming  at  5:00  in  the  morning  for  prayer 
meetings.  Evangelistic  teams  are  going 
everywhere  in  Christian  service. 

Opportunities  for  evangelism  hgve 
never  been  so  great  in  the  history  of  Ko¬ 
rean  Christianity.  American  and  foreign 
missionaries  are  preaching  to  10  and  20 
thousand  prisoners  of  war,  to  ROK  sol¬ 
diers;  demands  for  Bibles,  gospels  and 
tracts  is  insatiable.  The  Presbyterian 
church  just  held  its  annual  conference 
with  spiritual  fervor  undiminished  by  the 
loss  of  243  pastors  and  leaders  at  the 
bands  of  the  Communists  during  the 
past  year.  There  is  an  almost  unanimous 
crystallization  of  South  Korean  senti¬ 
ment  against  Godless  Communism.  As 
they  see  the  fruits  of  Communism,  they 
are  turning  from  it. 

Quotes  from  Syngman  Rhee,  presi¬ 
dent  of  South  Korea,  whom  Pierce  inter¬ 
viewed:  "The  power  and  endurance  of 
the  Christian  church  in  Korea  has  in  no 
way  been  diminished  by  the  suffering 
and  martyrdom  which  it  has  undergone 
this  year.  The  faith  and  courage  of  be¬ 
lievers  has  been  an  example  to  all  Ko¬ 
rea."  And:  "Foreign  missionaries  also 
have  proved  their  love,  not  only  for  the 
souls  of  the  Koreans  but  have  proved  the 
genuineness  of  their  Christian  faith  by 
■pending  themselves  on  behalf  ef  the 
physical  needs  and  welfare  of  the  people 
as  well."

Missouri  Flood 
Damage  Heavy 
To  Few  Churches 

-Damage  to  Southern  Baptist 
churches  in  Missouri  and  Kansas 
from  the  recent  Missouri  River 
floods  was  heavy  although  the 
number  of  churches  affected  was 
few,  reports  Dr.  T.  W.  Medearis, 
executive  secretary  of  Missouri 
Baptist  General  Association. 

Dr.  Medearis  suggests  that  al¬ 
though  the  damage  was  not  suf¬ 
ficient  to  merit  an  appeal  for  aid 
on  a  convention-wide  basis,  any  in¬ 
dividual  churches  taking  an  offer¬ 
ing  for  the  flood  relief,  as  some 
have,  may  send  it  directly  to  the 
executive  secretaries  of  the  two 
atates. 

Five  Missouri  churches  suffered 
major  losses  and  damage  which 
will  retard  their  plans  for  advance 
during  the  next  year.  Floors,  in¬ 
terior  fixtures  and  furniture  were 
damaged  or  destroyed  at  Wakenda, 
Hartsburg,  Cedar  City  community, 
Henrietta  and  Gilead  Church  at 
Sugar  Tree.  Repairs  at  the  Henri¬ 
etta  church  will  delay  progress  in 
a  long-planned-for  building  pro¬ 
gram. 

Two  churches  in  Kansas,  those 
at  Florence  and  Osawatomie,  were 
damaged  considerably,  according 
to  N.  J.  Westmoreland,  state  mis¬ 
sion  secretary,  and  two  others  will 
have  curtailed  advancement  be¬ 
cause  of  personal  loss  of  members.

“The  reouK  is  that  many  Protestant 
churches  remain  closed  and  new  pUcus 
of  worship  cannot  be  opened.  The  chief 
technique  of  the  authorities  when  ap¬ 
pealed  to  for  permission  to  hold  re¬ 
ligious  services  is  either  to  mske  as 
reply,  sr.  to  put  the  responsibility  for 
decision  upon  some  other  person  or  de¬ 
partment." 

In  Spain,  Dr.  Mackay  said,  he  found 
the  situation  “worse  than  I  had  ima¬ 
gined  Freedom  was  dead.  The  peace 
that  prevailed  was  the  peace  of  tho 

sepulchre." 

He  said  that  the  “overt  persecution" 
which  marked  the  early  years  of  tho 
Franco  regime  “hat  been  transformed 
into  a  subtle^  sadistic,  inexorable  policy 
cf  making  the  social  and  cultural  life 
of  Protestants  as  intolerable  as  pos¬ 
sible." 

“In  the  expression  of  their  religions 
life,”  he  said,  Spain's  20,000  Protestants 
“are  surrounded  with  the  grim,  con¬ 
fining  barriers  of  the  ghetto.  They  may 
worship  in  buildings  which  they  posessed 
before  "the  Glorious  Movement,”  as  tho 
prasent  regime  calls  the  new  order  in 
Spain.  But  no  external  sign  can  mark 
a  Protestant  place  of  worship. 

“No  publicity  can  be  given  to  tho 
services.  No  literature  can  be  published 
by  the  congregation.  No  religious  gath¬ 
erings,  however  small,  can  take  place 
in  private  homes.  No  authorization  can 
be  obtained  for  the  organization  of  new 
congregations  or  the  establishment  M 
new  places  of  worship. 

"Protestants  can  have  no  recreational 
clubs  for  youth.  They  can  conduct  ns 
parochial  schools  for  their  own  children. 
They  cannot  circulate  Bibles  or  re¬ 
ligious  literature  through  the  mails.  They 
eannot  become  officers  in  the  army  bo- 
cause  every  officer  is  obligated  to  ao- 
cept  the  Catholic  faith. 

“For  like  reasons  they  cannot  bo- 
come  teachers  or  lawyers,  because  ad¬ 
vancement  in  all  the  professions  is  con¬ 
tingent  upon  courses  in  Roman  Catholic 
dogma  and  the  abandonment  of  every 
Protestant  connection.  Moot  revolting  af 
all  is  the  fact  that  when  any  person, 
man  or  woman,  who  was  baptized  a 
Catholic  becomes  a  Protestant,  he  ar 
she  finds  it  practically  impossible  to 
be  civilly  married  by  a  judge."

Defeat  Move  To 
Deed  Land  To 
Roman  Church 

According  to  "The  Church  at  Work" 
the  official  publication  of  the  Northern 
California-Western  Nevada  Council  of 
Churches,  a  bill  waa  introduced  by  Ken 
Johnson  in  the  Nevada  Senate  to  deed 
jointly  to  the  Tahoe  Flume  and  Lumber 
Company  and  Mr.  George  WbitteD,  of 
Saa  Francisco,  a  valuable  section  sf 
land  so  Lake  Tahoe.  This  properly 
would  have  included  Cave  Rock  and 
the  approaches  to  the  top  of  the  Rock. 

A  bit  of  “hidden  legislation”  to  the 
bill  developed  near  the  end  sf  the 
legislative  session  when  it  became  ap¬ 
parent  that  the  move  was  to  redeed 
this  property,  free,  to  the  Roaaan  Cath¬ 
olic  Diocese  of  Nevada  for  a  religious 
shrine. 

Fortunately,  when  it  became  apparent 
that  this  scheme  was  afoot,  thn  bill  died 
to  committee.  A  prominent  Protestant 
clergyman  was  instrumental  in  blocking 
the  designs  of  the  parties  to  benefit 
by  the  legislation.  He  waa  approached 
at  the  State  Capitol  by  a  priest  who 
was  engineering  the  deal,  and  told  to 
"keep  your  note  out  of  say  business." 
This  remark  to  the  Protestant  clergy¬ 
man  was  equivalent  to  saying:  “Yon 
have  no  rights  as  an  American  eitiren 
where  the  designs  of  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  Church-State  are  concerned."

Missionary  Pilot  Says  That 
Airplane  Is  "Great  Bird  of  Mercy 


the  article. 

The  plane  is  known  to  many  Brazil¬ 
ians  as  a  “great  bird  of  mercy,”  he 
said.  When  the  Jaquaribe  River  flooded 
the  city  of  Aracat,  doctors,  nurses,  and 
government  officials  were  transported 
to  the  stricken  area  by  the  plane.  A  man 
who  had  contracted  tetanus  in  the  in¬ 
terior  of  Brazil  was  flown  to  Fortaleza 
for  medical  attention.  The  body  of  an 
old  lady  was  taken  to  her  home  town 
in  the  interior  of  the  state  for  burial.

A  close  observation  has  been  made  of 
the  plane’s  operating  expenses,.  During 
the  first  year,  gas,  oil,  hangar,  service 
fees,  and  parts  cost  five  cents  per  mile. 
Cost  per  passenger  mile  came  to  only  a 
fraction  more  than  one  cent. 


The  airplane  is  “the  20th  century  mis¬ 
sionary's  indispensable  partner  in  pene¬ 
trating  hitherto  impassible  frontiers,” 
says  Missionary  Robert  R.  Standley.  Di¬ 
rector  of  aviation  for  the  Equatorial 
Baptist  Mission  in  Brazil,  Mr.  Standley 
has  written  an  article  on  the  use  of  the 
airplane  in  missionary  service  for  the 
Ryan  Reporter,  publication  of  the  Ryan 
Aeronautical  Company. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission 
Board  has  two  airplanes,  both  serving  in 
Brazil.  Mr.  Standley  is  stationed  in  For¬ 
taleza  and  serves  an  area  larger  than 
the  state  of  Texas  where  there  are  vir¬ 
tually  no  roads  or  other  means  of  direct 
transportation  between  settlements.  The 
other  plane,  piloted  by  a  Brazilian,  will 
soon  be  taken  over  by  Missionary  Rob¬ 
ert  L.  Fielden,  who  is  now  finishing 
language  school  in  Campinas. 

“It  took  another  missionary  and  my¬ 
self  only  four  days  to  visit  20  cities  in 
an  area  that  had  required  my  compan¬ 
ions  four  months  to  travel  by  mule, 
train  and  truck,”  Mr.  Standley  said  in

For  122  years  this  sort  of  condition 
existed.  Finally,  the  idea  of  making  a 
budget  and  setting  up  financial  goals  en-  ( 
tered  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  by 
1949  a  well  balanced  budget  was  adopted, 
which  included  local,  state,  and  Soutl^  ' 
wide  denominational  causes.  I 

The  church  voted  to  make  November 
1950,  STEWARDSHIP  EMPHASIS 
MONTH.  Three  objectives  were  set  up: 

1.  The  planning  for  and  adoption  of 
the  1951  budget.  This  was  accomplished 
in  the  following  way: 

(1)  The  Budget  Committee  com¬ 
posed  of  the  Training  Union  Director, 

W.  M.  U.  president,  Sunday  school 
superintendent.  Brotherhood  president, 
choir  director,  treasurer,  two  young 
people  and  one  adult  member-at-large 
was  appointed. 

(2)  The  department  heads  present¬ 
ed  their  needs,  which  were  discussed 
in  relation  to  the  total  church  program. 

(3)  A  substantial  increase  in  gifts 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  was 
recommended. 

(4)  The  budget  was  set  up,  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  church  and  was  adopt¬ 
ed  unanimously.  Its  total  is  $9,441.00  or 
$181.54  each  week.  Since  the  first  of 
January  we  have  averaged  giving  $231 
each  week  as  compared  to  $130  per 
week  in  the  same  period  (January 
to  May)  in  1950.  This  increase  of 
$100  per  week  has  been  caused  by  the 
effectiveness  of  objective  no.  2,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

2.  A  thorough  going  educational  pro¬ 
gram  was  planned  to  acquaint  the  mem¬ 
bership  with  stewardship  as  presented  in 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  The  pro¬ 
gram  consisted  of  the  following: 

(1)  A  series  of  eight  messages  on 
Christian  stewardship. 

(2)  Emphasis  on  the  November 
stewardship  program  in  the  Training 
Union. 

(3)  One  Sunday  school  lesson  on 
"*  stewardship. 

(4)  Bulletin  inserts  from  the  Baptist 
Bulletin  Service  were  distributed  dur¬ 
ing  November. 

(5)  Excellent  posters  from  the 
Stewardship  Publishing  Company  in 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  were  displayed  in 
strategic  places  throughout  the  church 
building. 

3.  The  first  Sunday  in  December  was 
set  aside  as  Demonstration  Day. 

Four  things  were  demonstrated: 

(1)  Our  loyalty  to  Christ  and  his 
church. 

(2)  Our  Sunday  school  as  a  means 
of  promoting  our  financial  program. 

(3)  The  unified  budget  system  of 
finance— one  weekly  offering  for  all 
causes,  turned  in  at  the  service  at¬ 
tended.
